Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1 . Claims 88-90 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 88, line 2, it is unclear if the "intermediate planar member'' is the same 
as the intermediate planar member recited in claim 87, line 17. 

In claim 89, it is unclear if the "installed insert combination" is the same as the 
insert combination recited in claim 88, line 2. 

In claim 90, the phrase "said display exposure frame" lacks antecedent basis. 



2. Claims 72-87 and 90-93 are allowed. 

3. Claims 88-90 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
